Detective Sergeant J. Lesley and 
Constable A. Olsen of the Alberta 
Provincia; Police discovered that “two 
groups of shots had been heard by 
neighburs—one at about 6 pim. and 
another at 8 p.m.

Bit by bit the police built up a net of 
circumstantial evidence around young 
Bookttwhose iron nerve carried him 
along without a sign of emotion. One 
vital plece of evidence, the rif_s, was 
lacking. For more than a week police, 
‘aided by volunteers, searched the farin 
for the murder weapon without suc- 
cess, . 

At this point Dr. Maximilian Langs- 
ner ‘of Vienna, Austria, was recom- 
mended by the British Columbia Pro- 
vinelal police who stated the doctor 
was an expert criminologist who might 
prove useful in finding the rifle. He 
was visiting Western Canada at the 
time and readily agreed to assist when 
reqested to do so by Attorney-Gener- 
al J. F. Lymburn. 

After observing Booher throughout 
the preliminary hearing at Mannville 
and visiting him once or twice in the 
cells for periods of from three to five 
minutes, Dr. Langsner went to the 
Booher farm wtih Delective-Sergeant 
Lesley and within half an hour found 
the mfssing murder weapon in some 
tall grass 135 yards from the house in 

a patch of brush. 
>| Booher was shown the rifle, andthe 
next day he sent for Sergeant Lesley 
and confessed to the four murders, ex- 
plaining he had killed his mother and 
brother because they had endeavored 
to stop his love affair with a girl.
